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Warsaw airlifts police to Gdansk 

Gierek call to strike 
leaders seen rejected

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GDANSK. — Militant workers 
whose general strike has paralyzed 
Poland's Baltic seaco&st appeared 
yesterday to have rejected Com- 
munist leader. Edward Gierek’s 
buck -to- work call. 

Meanwhile, police rein- 
forcements were airlifted to the 
Gdansk area, dissident and 
diplomatic sources reported, and 
president Henryk JablonskJ warn- 
ed that "the fate of the nation" was 

at stake. 

At the Lenin shipyards, head- 
quarters of the self-proclaimed 
strike committee, workers said 174 
enterprises in the Gdansk-Gdynia- 
Sopot area had been closed by the 
walkouts, which began on Thurs- 
day- 

The strike committee repeated 
their demand that Polish 
authorities enter Into negotiations 
over a Hat of 21 demands, including 
the right to establish free unions 
and an end to censorship. 

A three-member delegation from 
the strike committee was sent to 
provincial Governor Jerzy 4Colod- 
zfejskl to ask for direct negotiations 
with the authorities. 

But Communist Party officials 
yesterday began using a divide - 
and-conquer strategy to weaken the 
strike, by more than 100,000 
workers. 

Government officials began 
negotiating with strikers from in- 
dividual factories in the Gdansk 
region, but refused to begin talks 
with the strike committee. 

Party- propaganda organa In 
Gdansk began a new campaign 
stressing the cost of the walkouts — 
reportedly a total of fiSm. a day In 


lost industrial production for 
domestic and foreign markets. A 
totAl of 32 ships also have been 
stranded in Gdansk and Gdynia 
harbours by the strikes, unable to 
unload their cargoes. 

In Warsaw, sources reported the 
strike had spread to the port of 
Szczecin, closing 12 plants in- 
cluding the Worski and FaraJca 
shipyards. Bus drivers In the city 
located on the East German border 
were also said to have walked out.' 

It was unclear how many workers 
had joined the strike, but sources 
said they had organized a 40- 
member strike committee. 

Diplomatic sources In the Polish 
capital told the Associated Press 
that authorities began helicopter- 
ing additional police to the Gdansk 
area late Monday, after workers 
rejected an order to leave the Lenin 
shipyard. 

Three truckloads of militiamen 
were seen yesterday near Gdansk's 
Rebiechowo airport, but there were 
no signs of additional police on eltv 
streets. J 

The workers remained defiant 
despite Monday night’s dramatic 
television appeal by Gierek. 

During a 20-minute speech, he 
offered increases In pay and 
promised an investigation into the 
state labour union organization, on 
early demand of the strikers. 

But Gierek made clear there 
would be no concessions on points 
which the government felt jeopar- 
dized the Communist system. 

Jabionski, in remarks broadcast 
by. Gdansk radio, said that the 
regime was willing to tolerate ‘

Sadat declares a halt 
to ‘war of letters’

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
brought his war of letters with 
Premier Menahem Begin to an 
abrupt end yesterday after declar- 
ing that he would not answer 
Begin's latest message. 

The premier's letter was handed 
yesterday by Israel's ambassador 
to Cairo, Eliahu Ben-EIlssar, to 
Egypt's Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Butros Ghall. Both 
men declined to speak to reporters 
at the end of their 20-minute en- 
counter. 

(See page S for text of Begin 
letter) 

Ghali, who was the target of 
Begin’s wrath in an earlier 
message, even declined to be 
photographed with Ben-Elissar. 

In his letter. Begin rejected 
Sadat's proposal to defer resump- 
tion of the autonomy talks until 
after the U.S. presidential elections 
in November. * 

In his reply to the Egyptian 
leader's second message about the 
interruption or the talks. Begin urg- 
ed that the autonomy talks be 
resumed at once. 

The prime minister said that if 
Egypt persisted in its negative ap- 
proach, the talks would remain 
deadlocked, and the responsibility 
for that would be Egypt's. 

Discreet- contacts were the best 
way of studying the Egyptian 
president's proposal for a three- 
week summit after the American 
elections. Begin wrote. If all three 
parties agreed on the principle of 


holding a summit, it would be possi- 
ble to discuss the time and the 
place, he suggested. 

The history of the Jewish people 
did not begin in Egypt, but in the 
country from which 2 write, Begin 
said, correcting the Egyptian 
president's earlier letter. The 
history of the Jewish people will 
find its expression in Eretz Israel, 
Begin wrote. 

Sadat earlier broke off 
negotiations on the proposed 
autonomy for the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip to protest the law 
proclaiming all of Jerusalem the 
state's capital. 

U.S. Ambassador to Cairo Alfred 
Atherton said yesterday his govern- 
ment "had not concluded it is Im- 
possible" to revive the negotiations 
before the presidential election. 
"We believe it should be possible." 

But Sadat said Monday a resump- 
tion of the peace talks now would be 
“futile." 

Egyptian officials believe that 
after the election, the president of 
the U.S. will be in a better position 
to pressure Israel. 

Sadat initiated the cor- 
respondence with Begin on August 
3. three days after Israel passed the 
Jerusalem Law, sending Begin two 
lengthy letters and receiving two 
lengthy replies. 

The two accused each other of 
violating the Camp David 
framework and revealed widely 
divergent positions about 
Jerusalem and settlements in the 
territories.

In the larges t-scale action 
taken against terrorists since 
the 1978 Llt&nl operation, the 
IDF attacked about 18 terrorist 
targets In South Lebanon Mon- 
day night — killing an es- 
timated 50 to 60 terrorists and 
destroying weapons, buildings 
and equipment. 

Three Israeli soldiers, two of 
them officers, were killed in 
the operation, and 12 others 
were wounded. 

The assault was carried out 
by paratroopers and by infan- 
trymen of the Golanl Brigade, 
who reached their targets on 
foot and were evacuated by 
helicopters after completing 
their missions. 

The Chief of Staff. Rav-AIuf 
Rafael Eitan, said after the raid 
that terrorist cannon and mortars 
capable of shelling targets In 
Northern Galilee were destroyed, 
as well as training camps, stores, 
ammunition stockpiles and a 
regional headquarters. 

The names of the dead are Seren 
Meir Knisbach. 23, of Netanya, 
Samal Gal Shalev. 20, of Kibbutz 
Kfar Menahem, and Seren Yossl 
Ovcd. of Tel Aviv. They will be 
buried this afternoon. 

In addition to extensive Infantry 
and artillery forces used yesterday, 
the IDF. for the first time in over a 
year, used the air force to attack 
the Beaufort Castle, a 12th century 
Crusader fortress overlooking the 
Galilee panhandle, and now a ma- 
jor terrorist stronghold. The use of 
aircraft was halted last year after 
widespread international criticism 
following reports of civilian 
casualties. 

Details of the operation were 



related yesterday in separate press 
conferences held by Eitan and 
Chief of Military Intelligence, Aluf 
Yehoshua Saguy. 

The is targets attacked were In 
four locales in the Arnoun region: 
Arnoun, Hamma- Arnoun, Tibnlt 
and Mazra'at a-Tahar. The area at- 
tacked Is up to 30 kilometres from 
the Israeli border and the two outly- 


ing targets were 13 kilometres 
apart. 

The action. Eitan said, was com- 
plicated by the number of forces 
orchestrated for simultaneous at- 
tack over a large area and the dif- 
ficult terrain they had to cross to 
reach their objectives. The various 
forces had. on the average, march-

. In the commercial banking sec-

3.6 per cent loss. Trading in bank 
securities accounted for somewhat 
more than 60 per cent of the total 
turnover.

A bitter charge that the Egyptian 
authorities were inhibiting the nor- 
malization process was made 
yesterday by Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir, 

In an address to the Jerusalem 
Economic Club at the capital's 
President Hotel, Shamir also called 
for national consolidation to with- 
stand the International offensive 
against Israel on the question of 
Jerusalem, saying that were Israel 
to yield on this issue, it would be 
forced to surrender more and. more. 

The foreign minister declared 
that Israel was aware that nor- 
malization would not be eaay. After 
all, generations of Egyptians had 
been educated to see Israel as the 
source of all their problems, as the 
enemy for perpetuity. The change 
could not be immediate or be im- 
posed by government fiat. It must 
be Infused. 

Shamir said parenthetically that 


this had not been necessary on the 
Israel side, as this country had 
always been ready for peace and its 
people had never learned hatred. 

It was hoped, the foreign minister 
continued, that in time steps 
towards normalization would filter 
through Egyptian society, but 
assistance from the authorities was 
required. 

This, he 'said, had not happened, 
"We wait every day for the Egyp- 
tian media to play a different song. 
We see no indoctrination for peace. 
But we see day after day hatred and 
incitement In the Egyptian media, 
things that offend every Israeli and 
negate all pretensions to peace." 

Shamir was apparently referring 
to'two recent cartoons published in 
Al-Go mhouriya that likened Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin to Hitler. 

"Only this morning," Shamir 
went on, "we got a cable from 
Egypt with another example,"

Wines and spirits now cost 49 per 
cent more, beer 16 per cent more, 
and soft drinks a further 4,3 per 
cent, the public committee on 
prices decided yesterday. Also in- 
cluded In the latest price rises are 
pencils, up by 21.6 per cent, and for- 
mica, up by 10.3 percent. Froumlne 
and Osem pastas go up by 10.7 per 
cent on Sunday. 

A price rise la also in store for the 
occupants of protected rental 
apartments, whose rents Housing 
Minister David Levy wants to In- 
crease, gradually, by 183 per cent. 

Levy's plan is based on the new 
law which permits the government 
to raise rentals by from 70 to 100 per 
cent of the rise In the Cost-of-Llvlng 
Index. The proposal would boost 
rents by 52.7 per cent at the start of 
October, raising them a further 20 
per cent at the beginning of next 
February, another 20 per cent next 
May. and by 90 per cent on 


September 18. 1981. 

Each rise will be based on the 
rental as It stands on the eve of the 
first scheduled rise In October. 

Levy’s plan needs government 
approval before it can be im- 
plemented. 

This morning, taxi fares go up by 
36 per cent, to line with a govern- 
ment decision. 

Next Tuesday, bus fares rise by 
33 per cent. Fares that now cost 90 
new agorot will cost 181.20, but 
multi-ride reduced tickets bought 
at the old price will be valid until 
September 8, without any ad- 
ditional charge. Multi-ride tlcketa 
for the new fares will go on sale on 
Tuesday. Sample Inter-urban fares 
following the rise Include 
Jerusalem-Tel Aviv — IS13.80 (up 
from IS10.40). and Tel Aviv-Half a 
— JS15.50 (up from 1511.90). 

And while the Treasury this week 
indicated its readiness to take a se- 
cond look at a proposed package 
deal to freeze wages, prices and 


taxes, the coordinating bureau of 
the economic organizations, roof- 
body of private sector em- 
ployers, decided on Sunday that 
a deal on this basis is out of tbs 
question. 

The presidents of the bureau’s 
member organizations have decid- 
ed that the roof body will only agree 
to look at a package deal If the 
government puts forward an 
overall economic programme. Part 
of that plan would, in the first stage, 
and for a limited period of time, In- 
clude a freeze on prices, wages and 
taxes. 

If the proposed economic plan la 
acceptable to the Hlstadrut. the 
government and the coordinating 
bureau, discussion would then be 
held to formulate a proposal com- 
mon to all. 

Meanwhile, Treasury and Bank 
of Israel staff are still working to 
prepare a detailed proposal for a 
type of package deal to be discuss- 
ed soon to the economic cabinet.

WASHINGTON. — The U.S. yester- 
day publicly raised the possibility 
of reviving the stalled Palestinian 
autonomy negotiations through In- 
itial "indirect" contacts between 
Israel and Egypt. 

In the past, U.S. officials have 
stressed the need for direct Israeli- 
Egyptian negotiations. 

By suggesting snch indirect 
negotiations, the State 
Department's acting spokesman. 
David Passage, appeared to signal 
a possible procedural shift to the 
concerted U.S. effort to get the 
process back on track. 

Other U.S. officials, when asked 


about the spokesman’s remarks, in- 
sisted that any period of Indirect 
negotiations would be only tem- 
porary — until Cairo and 
Jerusalem resolved those 
differences which resulted In the 
suspension of the talks. 

While clearly angry at Israel for 
passing the Jerusalem Law the 
Americans privately noted that 
Egypt was largely to blame for the 
current delay, since Israel remains 
prepared to resume tjie face-to-face 
sessions at any moment. 

Indirect negotiations, U.S. of- 
ficials said, would be conducted by 
the special U.S. representative to 
the talks. Ambassador Sol

Ecuador shifting embassy to Tel Aviv

Ecuador has joined Venezuela 
and Uruguay In deciding to move 
its embassy from Jerusalem to Tel 
Aviv. * 

An official announcement from 
the Ecuador capital, Quito, said the 
move was designed to demonstrate 
that Ecuador did not recognize the 
Israeli "take-over" of East 
Jerusalem. 

The announcement said that the 
decision was taken in the wake of 
the Jerusalem Law passed by the 
Knesset recently. 

The embassy shift did not reflect 
on the relations between the two

added. These would remain as 
friendly as before. 

In Jerusalem, the ambassador of 
Ecuador. Dr. Wilson Vela Hervas. 
told reporters that his government 
took the decision on July 31, but did 
not explain why it was made public 
only 19 days later. He said the move 
was based on a principle of his 
country's foreign policy, namely, 
non -recognition of territorial ac- 
quisition by force. 

Hem- as. said the new law, as a 
basic law, had constitutional 
significance for Israel's future. "If 
the law was declarative and redun- 
dant, as some say, others may ask 
why the Knesset bothered to pass 
it." 

Indignantly rejecting allegations 
by reporters that Arab pressure 
was responsible for the decision, he 
said: “I have not heard anything 
about Arab threats or Arab 
pressure on Ecuador. We have only 
a handful of citizens of Arab extrac- 
tion." 

Noting that his experience in 
Israel has been a happy one and 
that he was sympathetic to Israel, 
the envoy said that relations 
"between our two countries have 
been mutually beneficial." 

Hervas said he will continue to 


come to Jerusalem frequently, both 
in his diplomatic capacity and to 
maintain and foster his many social 
contacts. 

In Amsterdam, meanwhile, the 
Dutch cabinet yesterday began 
deliberations on whether to 
transfer Its embassy from 
Jerusalem to Tel Aviv. The dis- 
cussions are expected to last 
several days. 

The issue will also be debated in 
the Dutch parliament today by the 
foreign affairs committee. 

Prior to the opening of dis- 
cussions by the cabinet yesterday 
morning, members of pro-Israel 
organizations and sympathizers 
demonstrated in front of the 
premier's office in The Hague. 
They presented a petition to 
Foreign Minister Christoph van der 
Klaauw asking that Holland "not 
yield to Arab blackmail" and retain 
its embassy in Jerusalem. 


Court rejects petition of Hebron area deportees

The High Court of Justice yester- 
day by a two to one majority re- 
jected the petition of the three 
Hebron area deportees and their 
families' challenging their sum- 
mary deportation last May 2. But 
the court offered two of the men 
conditions under which they could 
appeal In writing and perhaps 
return to appear before a military 
review board. 

However, two of the Justices, 
Supreme Court President Mosbe 
Landau and Us deputy. Hnlm Cohn, 
severely censored the respondents, 
the defence minister and the 
military governor of Judea and 
.Samaria lor circumventing the law. 


Landau and Justice Yitzhak 
Kalian were in the majority: Cohn 
was the dissenter. 

Last May 22 the court issued a 
temporary injunction ordering the 
military government to show cause 
why it should not allow the return of 
the former mayors of Hebron and 
Halhoul, Fahd Kawasme and 
Mohammed Milhem, and the kadi 
of Hebron. Sheikh Rajab Tamlml. 

The three men had been blind- 
folded and taken by helicopter to 
the Lebanese border within a few 
hours after the Beit Hadassah at- 
tack in Hebron in which six Jewish 
settlers were killed. They had been 
told they, were being taken to see 
(then) defence minister Bzer Weiz- 
man. but the state attorney. 


GAvriot Bach, admitted during the 
proceedings that the intention had 
been to prevent them from exer- 
cising their right to appeal to the 
military review board in order to 
rxpediate their deportation. 

Landau rejected ’ Bach's argu- 
ment that the Defence Emergency 
Regulations, under which the 
deportation orders were issued, did 
not stipulate that the right of appeal 
had to precede the deportation and 
could be exercised afterwards "as 
long as the deportation was In 
effect." 

Recalling that the stale’s legal 
representatives had understood the 
law similarly in previous cases. 
Landau wrote: “It la my opinion 
that the granting of the opportunity 


to appeal to the military review 
board before the execution of the 
deportation Is a duty Imposed on 
whoever issued the deportation 
order and not merely a matter of 
correct custom and practice." 

Landau's legal reasoning for re- 
jecting the petition and not making 
the order absolute waa based on the 
distinction between "void" and 
"voidable." He ruled that the 
prevention of the right of appeal to 
the review board did not mean that 
the deportation orders were void 
and therefore, as U were, non exis- 
tent. but rather that they were 
voidable by the court which could 
exercise Its discretion accordingly.

In London, meanwhile a NATO 
diplomat said that Poland’s Labour 
crisis is being watched with moun- 
ting concern in Western capitals 
because of fear that it could get 
dangerously out of hand, provoking 
Soviet intervention. 

The possibility is taken seriously, 
but a Soviet military crackdown is 
regarded as a remote, last-resort 
solution. 

Western analysts believe the 
Soviet Union would intervene only 
if the Communist system came un- 
der direct threat or if Poland's 
allegiance to the Warsaw pact was 
endangered.

Finance Minister Yigael Hurvits, 
who spoke after Levy, said he en- 


dorsed "every word" the housing 
minister had said. 

Yesterday's ceremony was *held 
near Kfrat's 12 one-storey 
prefabricated houses which house 
Yeshivnt Shvut Yisrael. The 65 
students who moved here six weeks 
ago combine their military service 
with religious studies. 

On two nearby hilltops, Solel 
Ron oh bulldozers are clearing the 
area for Kfrat's first residential 
quarters. The ground-levelling 
work is expected to end in two 
months, and the first settlers are to 
. enter their homes in the summer of 
1982. according to Moshe 
Moscowitz. the chairman of the 
Judea Mountains Development 
Company. 

The company is owned by the 
Gush Etzion settlements. 

Moscowitz said infrastructure is 
being prepared for 350 families who 
will build their homes themselves. 
There is enough land for another 
650 families, but he envisaged Efrat 
as a town of 5,000 families in 20 
years' time. 

Some 220 American families have 
already deposited 31.700 each to 
move here, said Rabbi Shlomo 
Riskin of the Lincoln Square 
Synagogue in New York, the 
group’s organizer. He said he will 
move his educational institutions 
here, and he expects Americans to 
come to study here. Some 110 South 
Africans and 720 Israelis have paid 
symbolic registration fees, 
Moscowitz said. 

Thus at this early stage of Efrat’s 
establishment, there are more can- 
didates for settlement than room 
for them. Moscowitz said he is is 
awaiting a decision by the Justice 
Ministry on his request for more 
land. He maintained ’he is not 
coveting any of the Arab-owned 
vineyards near here and that there 
is enough uncultivated state-owned 
land nearby.

Egyptian Ambassador Sa’ad 
-Mortada said yesterday that hostile 
material in the Egyptian media 
criticizing Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin and the Israelis 
did noL, reflect the opinion of the 
Egyptian nation or of Its govern- 
ment. 

At the Foreign Ministry In 
Jerusalem, where Mortada receiv- 
ed a copy of. Begin’s reply to Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat, he told Director- 
General David Kimchi that the at- 
tacks "reflected the views of the 
caricaturist and the editor, at the 
moat.” 


Mortada said "President Sadat, 
aware of the true feelings of the 
Egyptian people, has advised the 
newspaper editors to halt the 
hostile attacks." 

During his visit to Jerusalem, 
Mortada also denied a report in the 
Kuwait daily Al-Qabas to .the effect 
that a bomb placed in the Egyptian 
embassy in Tel Aviv had been dis- 
covered and defused In the nick of 
time. Mortada said that no such In- 
cident had ever taken place. He 
said that no threats of any kind had 
been made at the Egyptian em- 
bassy either, as the Kuwaiti paper 
alleged. 


Facts scarce on anti-Gaddafi revolt 


CAIRO lAP). — Egyptian-based 
western analysts yesterday said 
they were having difficulty lear- 
ning the extent of a reported bloody 
revolt against Egypt’s neighbour to 
the west, Libyan strongman Muara- 
mar GSOSafl. - - • : — - ' 

The reported unrest drew keen 
attention here because Egypt and 
Libya already have guns pointed at 
one another in the vast western 
desert. 

Sources in Morocco had said as 
many as 400 people died during a 
recent attempted revolt by a Li- 
byan army brigade stationed near 
the Mediterranean town of Tobruk. 

"We think there is something go- 


ing on over there," a western 
source said. "We don't think it's as 
bad as the newspapers say, but we 
are finding a lot of closed doors 
when .we. ask," . . . 

Tobruk, which was a fiercely 
fought over town during World War' 
n. is a mere 80 km west of Egypt’s 
border. 

But the Egyptian side of the 
region has been off limits to 
everyone except the military and 
native Beduin since June when 
President Anwar Sadat returned 
the territory to martial law. 

That was in response to a speech 
by Gaddafi in which he urged Egyp- 
tian military officers to oust Sadat.

the public statements of the 
deportees, both before and after 
their deportation. In which they 
called for a violent struggle against 
Israel and its overthrow, dis- 
quaii fled them from appealing to an 
Israeli court. Landau only accepted 
the evidence presented regarding 
statements made by Tamimi. 

He termed Tamlmi’s speech at a 
gathering in Hebron on March 21 as 
a “clear incitement for the destruc- 
tion of the state" and therefore 
found that he did not deserve the 
right to appeal to the court for 
justice. 

However, the statements made 
by Kawasme and Milhem at that 
gathering were more guarded; Lan- 
dau also accepted Advocate Felicia 
Lunger's arguments on behalf of 
the plaintiffs that the reports of 
their statements after the deporta- 
tion were Unreliable. 

In view of the serious flaws in the 
deportation procedure, he 
recommended that Kawasme and 
Milhem appeal to the review board 
in writing, either via an Israeli con- 
sul abroad or through the Inter- 
national Red Cross. 

However, Landau noted that the 
rules of the admissibility of 
evidence before the review, hoard 
were far more flexible than those of 
the court, and that if any of the 
statements attributed to Kawasme 
and Milhem were true, they were 
also not worthy of Justice. He 
recommended that if their appeal 
in writing, was accepted “it would 
only be fair" to allow them to 
return and. to appear in person. 

“If the board finds that their 
appeal is obviously to the point and 
reveals a clear position on the part 
of the plaintiffs that they Intend to 
obey the laws of the military 
government In their activities as 
public figures: and If there Is an un- 
equivocal attitude to the statements 
of. Incitement attributed to thdixf-in 


the board in person," he wrote. 

Justice Cohn rejected all of the 
state's arguments and, contrary to 
Landau, ruled that the defect in the 
execution of the orders was suf- 
ficient to find them void. 

Cohn read the conclusion of the 
judgment in the small number two 
courtroom in a few seconds: “Con- 
trary to my dissenting opinion, this 
court has decided to reject the 
petition." 

Severely censuring the govern- 
ment, Cohn wrote: “In a country of 
law there Is no consideration of 
security, politics, ideology or any 
other that can Justify a breach of 
law by the authorities." 

Landau also blasted the 
authorities. "...This is not the first 
time that (the authorities! adopt a 
’let’s be clever attitude' towards 
the authority of this court,” he 
noted. 

In Amman, the three deportees 
criticized the ruling as "an unjust 
political decision." Milhem told 
reporters that the court's decisions 
"are no longer based on law but on 
political issues." 

Referring to the possibility of 
appealing to the military review 
board. Milhem said: "Let us not 
deceive ourselves; there is so 
chance we will return. If the 
Supreme Court (sic) is not on our 
side. I don't think the military com- 
mittee will be. The Israelis just 
want .to keep us hanging with 
hope." 

The Hebron municipal council 
also condemned the decision after a 
special session last night, as did 
Kawasme’s wife Yusra who was in 
the courtroom despite a military 
government roadblock on the road 
to Jerusalem which prevented 
many others from being in court.

Carter gaining on Reagan, poll shows 


WASHINGTON (Reuter), -r- Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter, buoyed by his 
renomination for a second term 
and support from Senator Edward 
Kennedy, has cut sharply into 
Ronald Reagan’s big popularity 
lead, according to the latest 
national opinion poll. 

The Associated Preas-NBC poll 
said that Carter, although still 
generally viewed as the underdog 
In the presidential election cam- 
paign, had reduced his Republican 
opponent's margin from 25 to seven 
percentage points. 

The new figures, taken soon after 
Carter defeated Kennedy for the 


Democratic nomination lost week, 
were 32 per cent for the president 
and 39 per cent for Reagan, com- 
apared to 22 and 47 per cent less 
than two weeks ago. 

The reported surge for the presi- 
dent seemed to reflect a switch of 
support by liberal Democrats who 
backed Kennedy before the party's 
convention In New York. 

A casualty of the new poll was in- 
dependent presidential candidate 
John Anderson, whose support was 
said to have dropped from 15 to 13 
per cent, below the level required 
for him to take part in televised 
campaign debates with the presi- 
dent and Reagan.

Linowitz, who is to visit Israel and 
Egypt either late this month or ear- 
ly in September. 

One reliable U.S. source said that 
Linowitz’s separate discussions 
with Israel and Egypt could be con- 
sidered the start of an indirect 
round of talks. The source stressed 
that the whole purpose of the exer- 
cise would be to revive the formal, 
three-way negotiations as soon as 
possible. 

At the daily State Department 
briefing, the spokesman main- 
tained that the U.S. has no evidence 
to suggest that either Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin or Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat did not remain 
fully committed to pursuing the 
peace process.

"Our problem is trying to get a 
constructive dialogue started 


again," one U.S. source said. 
Presumably, that will be Linowitz' s 
assignment during hla awing 
through the area. But few sources 
here anticipate any quick resump- 
tion of the talks. 

Meanwhile. Ambassador 
Ephraim Evron is scheduled to 
hand over to Deputy Secretary of 
State Warren Christopher today 
Israel's 52.9b. economic and 
military aid request for the 1982 
fiscal year.

Yehuda Sa’adi. chairman of the 
Htetadrufs Agricultural Centre, in 
an interview with The Jerusalem 
Post two weeks ago. said that the 
government had not appointed the 
Gvati committee, which is a volun- 
tary committee of various settle- 
ment bodies, and because of this it 
cannot cancel its functions. 

He warned that if the government 
tries to take over the duties of the 
Gvati committee, “then the govern- 
ment will And itself without settlers 
to settle the land. We are still living 
in a democracy, and the settlement 
process is a voluntary act, and no 
settlement* body will settle under 
government dictate."

ARAD. — Local authorities will 
stop all municipal services and 
close all the schools at the opening 
of the school year if the government 
does not pay the additional IS&OOra. 
to ISSOOm. needed to continue their 
operations. 

This warning was Issued yester- 
day by the vice-chairman of the 
Union of Local Authorities and the 
head of the local council of Arad, 
Avraham Shohat. It followed a stor- 
my, inconclusive meeting of the 
Knesset Interior Committee and 
leaders of the local authorities. 

The chairman of the union, 
Plnhaa Eylon. blasted the govern- 
ment for "strangling" the cities, 
claiming that It the government 
could not let the cities live, it should 
abolish the system of local 
authorities altogether. 

Eylon explained that it was in- 
tolerable to have to beg the govern- 
ment for money every month to pay 
employees because of the 
government's withholding of funds. 
He asserted that the sole reason tor 
the authorities' financial plight is 
the state services they provide. 

Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz 
told the union representatives that 


they must find a way to cut ex- 
penses because the government 
cannot foot their bills. But Hurvitz 
did not say which services should 
be curtailed. 

Most Knesset members sup- 
ported a fast and thorough solution 
to the local authorities' problems, 
and Interior Minister Yosef Burg 
announced that the matter would be 
transferred to the economic 
cabinet. 

"Thc local authorities have 
reached the stage in which they 
cannot function any more. 
Negotiations with the government 
have reached a dead end. Our next 
step will be to stop collecting the 
garbage from the streets and not to 
open the school year.” Shohat said 
after thc meeting. 

Thc union has called an emergen- 
cy meeting for next week to decide 
on the measures it will take. 

Union director-general Michael 
Almog criticized Hurvitz tor leav- 
ing the decision of which services to 
cut or eliminate up to the cities, in- 
stead of taking responsibility for 
government-initiated cuts. 

The government approved a 
JS4.85b. budget for the local 
authorities this year, Almog said. 
He added that the cities' ac- 
cumulative debts total some ISlb.

Shimon Abu-Kasls 25. of Acre, 
was found dead in Tel Aviv's 
Hayorkon Park, killed by a bullet in 
his chest. Abu-Kasls. a convicted 
burglar, has been living in Tel Aviv 
for the past few weeks. 

A couple walking in the park near 
thc Bavli quarter discovered the 
body and called the police. 

Police found the victim's wallet 
nearby with identification 
documents and ISM. Yesterday: 
morning they found the revolver 
which was probably used by the 
murderer, less than 300 metres 
from where the body was found.

, Israel had hoped that cooperation 
I in commerce, technologies, far- 
ming — things in which Egypt 
should be Interested — would be 
given an Impetus, and by these 
means accord could be reached 
even while It evaded the negotiating 
diplomats. Shamir said. 

Shamir stressed that the Egyp- 
tian people want cooperation with 
the people ot Israel, but the signal 
has not come from above. This, he 
declared, la the main Impediment to 
peace. 

Shamir dismissed President 
Anwar Sadat's stated reasons for 
suspending the autonomy talks — 
settlements, Jerusalem and refusal 
to permit creation of a Palestinian 
state in the administered areas — 
as pretexts, as all had been 
thoroughly discussed at Camp 
David, and it had been decided then 
to sign the accords and proceed with 
the. talks while allowing for dis- 
agreements on those Issues. 

Shamir said Sadat was being un- 
wise if his real reason was to seek a 
delay until after the U.S. elections. 

The presidential elections. 
Shamir said, will change nothing 
basic; they will not result In any 
drastic change In U.S. -Israel 
relations. There have been ups and 
downs in these relations, but the 
fundamental friendship and the 
mutual trust remain permanent. 

As to Egypt's real motives In 
breaking off the talks, the foreign 
minister would only say. “There are 
those who say Egypt sees Israel 
coming under growing world 
pressure and that this country may 
be forced to accept worse terms 
than those agreed to at Camp 
David, that It might be worth 
Egypt’s while to rejoin the rejec- 
tiontots." 

This could explain Egyptian ac- 
tions at the N and in Africa, and 
also the hostility of the Egyptian 
media, he said. 

Under this argument. Israel could 
be brought to its knees and made to 
accept a Palestinian state in the 
“areas"; the division of Jerusalem, 
and withdrawal to the pre-*67 
borders, he said. 

But those who believe this, he 
went on, are thinking wishfully. 
Israel would not surrender, not even 
If there should be a change in 
government next year, because 
Israel's citizens are united on these 
matters. 

It Is this unity that will ward off 
the current pressures on 
Jerusalem, the foreign minister 
said. It is perhaps fortunate that the 
oil lobby in the world has chosen 
Jerusalem as the spearhead of its 
fight to diminish Israel, because the 
whole world will now be able to see 
Israel’s firmness. 

He said that he felt pity for those 
countries which had felt themselves 
unable to withstand oil power 
pressure to withdraw their em- 
bassies from the capital. They gave 
in, he added, because tbe Free 
World did nut back them. 

If the Free World cannot stand up 
for Itself, then Israel must set the 
example, as it did with regard to 
Arab terror. The world learned 
from Entebbe, Shamir said. 
Perhaps It will learn from Israel's 
standing firm on Jerusalem. 

Weak nations can never reach 
peace, he said, they can only sur- 
render. Only strong, undivided 
nations can secure peace for 
themselves.

“Our 
strengthening relations with the 
People's Republic of China is not 
contradictory to our strengthening 
relations with Taiwan."

Bush, head of the U.S. Liaison Of- 
fice In Peking in 1974-75, before full 
relations with the U.S. were 
restored, has said the Taiwan Issue 
will 'not be the main topic of discus- 
sion in China. 

But the Chinese seem determined 
that he explain Reagan’s 
statements on Taiwan.

y Not only did I stress the 
I negotiations for the peace treaty 

l (meaning, of course, between 

. Egypt and Israel) but I intentional- 
ly noted in parenthesis “three 
months." which was the time we 
allotted in the Camp David 
Framework for Peace to conclude 
our negotiations; (in fact, they took 
t six months). This, and no other, 
was our commitment we gave on 
settlements and that undertaking 
came to an end on December 17, 
1978. It never entered my mind to 
give a commitment lasting tot the 
then indefinite duration of 
negotiations concerning the 
autonomy for the Arab inhabitants 
in Judea, Samaria and the Gaza 
District.. 

I do not claim that because of my 
letter to President Carter, as 
quoted above, we have the agree- 
ment of the United States Govern- 
ment to construct new settlements. 

I merely made clear both Israel’s 
undertaking and when it would 
come to an end. Did not your ad- 
visors infojrm you of the contents of 
my letter on the day we signed the 
Camp David accords in 
Washington. D.C.? I, for my part, 
made the matter crystal clear. 

The statement I made in my last 
letter of August 4 in response to 
your demand that aQ settlements to 
Judea, Samaria, etc. be removed is 
termed by you, "negativism." I 
wonder. I said in the Aswan press 
conference: "We are no foreigners 
to this land.. .we have a perfect 
right to live there." And when one 
says that Jews and Arabs can live 
together (and I remember your 
enthusiasm on seeing Jews and

Jerusalem is our capital, one ci- 
ty, Indivisible, with guaranteed free

a holy war — Jihad. We are not Im- 
pressed. You know me by now. I 
hate war with every fibre of my 
soul. I love peace. My colleagues 
and I made great sacrifices for the 
sake of peace. If there are, 
anywhere, ungrateful men who 
prefer to forget what we did and the 
sacrifices we made for the sacred 
cause of peace — then let them buy 
on. let them sell arms, let them be 
friends of tyrants like the ruler of 
Iraq (to mention just one) , let them 
sell principles and dignity — they 
will not change the irrefutable 
facta. 

The threats of Prince Fahd are of 
no concern to us. He does not know 
— how can he? —what this genera- 
tion of Jews, who suffered the in- 
describable fall and the un- 
precedented triumph, is capable of 
sacrificing and doing In order to de- 
fend the people, the country, 
Jerusalem. He may have the 
billions of petrodollars; we have 
the motivation in the service of a 
just cause. 

But let It he known to all: We do 
not want military victories. We 
want peace — for our people and for 
the other nations. And we were giad 
to note that Egypt did not concur 
with Saudi Arabia’s war slogan. 

Jerusalem, of course, is indivisi- 
ble and is a part of this peace. You 
write to me again that Jerusalem 
should be undivided under (too 
sovereignties.

"And what did you do to encourage 
them?"

You speak about "repression." I 
would be interested to know what 
would any country, Egypt Included, 
have done if Us citizens were 
assassinated, its children 
massacred and all this under the 
slogan to liquidate the “Zionist en- 
tity" which Is Israel?

Dear President Sadat, 

If I understood you well. I feel it 
my duty to ask you: Why again for 
the fourth time does Egypt in- 
terrupt. or suspend, or disrupt our 
talks?

You Always 
contend that a solution la urgent. 
Were we to accept your suggestion, 
we would have agreed to a suspen- 
sion of nearly six months or more.

You. yourself, tell me that our 
world Is one of plurality, of 
different opinions. Such difference 
of opinion exists between us as well. 
Of course, it takes at least two to

On our side, I repeat our sugges- 
tion to renew without any further 
delay the tripartite autonomy 
negotiations.

Permit me to 
say lhat both he and I should have 
been consulted through a 
diplomatic, confidential exchange.

Israelis ao longer have to wait 
Jong hours In line to apply for a visa 
to Egypt and can expect a visa' in 
.about a month, Walter Aybib, direo- 
tor of VIP Tours told .The 
■ Jerusalem Poet yesterday.- 
Arbih. whose agency ptoneerefrln 
travel to Israel's neighbour to the 
southwest, was speaking before 
leading 30 Israeli travel agents to 
Egypt today. They will stay for five 
days and tour Cairo and Luxor. 
’Although there are stm long lines 
outside the Egyptian embassy In 
Tel Aviv, Arbib said that now 
would-be visitors to Egypt can app- 
ly for their visas through the travel 
company. Until recently, many 
Israelis were deterred from visiting 
Egypt both by the long wait in line 
and by subsequent bureaucratic 
delays which often took up to 
. several months.’ 

* Since January, he said, his com- 
pany has sent some 4,000 visitors to 
Egypt, about a quarter of them 
holders of Israeli passports. 

He also noted that, because of the 
Increased traffic, the bus fare to 
Egypt has been lowered from $70 to 
$88 round trip. Bus travellers leav- 
ing Tel Aviv to Cairo have to 
change 1 buses in El Arlah and also in 
Kantara. 


U.S. 


economy 
plummets

TEL AVIV. — Citrus farmers and 
citrus produce manufacturers are 
deadlocked in their negotiations on 
the price for the raw material — 
citrus fruit — for the coming 
season. 

If the two sides do not reach an 
agreement, the government will 
have to decide the price of the fruit 
for the second consecutive year. 

An industrialist told The 
Jerusalem Post that the manufac- 
turers are facing stiff competition 
from Brasil, which produced about 
10 times more concentrate for ex- 
port this year than Israel — about 
850,000 tons. The manufacturers 
say Brazil is dumping it on the 
European market at a price of $900 

pertonf.o.b. 

This source pointed out that at 
$900 per ton Israeli manufacturers 
will be losing money. 

‘Just a simple calculation. Last 
year we paid the fanners $05 for a 
ton of citrus. We need about 14 tons 
of fruit to make one ton of concen- 
trate, which brings us already to 
$910 — and this is only the price of 
the raw product, without taking into 
consideration labour and other 
production costs.” 

The Industrialist said that Israeli 
manufacturers have not as yet sold 
about IS per cent of their orange 
juice concentrate of last year, 
which is worth about $6ra., and con- 
stitutes about 7,500' tons. 

In addition, the Industrialist 


noted that both Brazil and Israel 
arc having a tough time In Europe 
this season because of the very cool 
summer. Summer is the time the 
Europeans drink juices’ and soft 
drinks made from the concentrates. 

But because of the cool summer, 
the Europeans don’t seem to be 
very thirsty this year. This means 
that European manufacturers of 
soft drinks are buying less concen- 
trate. 

Ellahu Izakaon, the president of 
the Pri vate Farmers Federation of 
Israel (FFI), told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday that the competition 
with Brazil Is not new. He said that 
the Israeli farmer gets less per ton 
than the Spanish or Florida citrus 
farmer. 

Izakson claims that this country 
has too many citrus processing 
plants — about 18 to 
20 — and that the amount of citrus 
fruit was limited. He claimed some 
of the plants are not working ef- 
ficiently- ‘If there were fewer plants, 
they would be more efficient, and 
would be able to pay the farmers a 
decent price," he said. 

Izakson also claims that the 
plants compete against each other 
in foreign markets abroad. "When 
this happens. It is at the expense of 
the citrus fruit. In order to lower 
their price they are demanding to 
lower the price of the citrus fruit. If 
they would stop competing amongst 
themselves abroad, they could 
fetch a better price, and pay us 
better also,” he said.

WASHINGTON fAP). 
American economy plunged at an 
annual rate of 9 per cent from April 
through June, nearly the worst 
quarterly, drop 'in history, the 
government said yesterday. 

The Commerce Department also 
reported that corporate profits fell 
precipitously during the second 
qii&rter, as the nations 'a economy 
felt the full force of the recession. 

. The 9 per cent decline in. inflation- 
adjusted gross national product — 
the total value of goods and ser- 
vices — was only slightly better 
than- the 9.1 preliminary figure 
released last month. 

The worst quarterly fall ever oc- 
curred during the depths of the last 
recession when GNP plummeted a 
record 8.1 per cent. 

A Commerce Department 
economist called yesterday's revi- 
sion "insignificant.” 

Last month,; when the 
preliminary figures were an- 
nounce, the department’s chief 
economist Courtenay Slater said. 
"The 1980 recession struck with full 
florae during the second quarter, 
causing large declines in produce 
tion and employment." 

American corporations suffered 
heavily during the second quarter. 
Their pre-tax profits fell 19.8 per 
cent from an annual rate of $176b. 
in the first quarter, to $10flb. in the 
second quarter. That Is the steepest 
since 1954, when profits slipped 21.9 
per cent in that year's fourth 
quarter. 


California avocados in Israel’s basket 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVTV. — Israeli agricultural 
produce exporters are trying to buy 
avocados In California to sell in 
Europe. This would compensate for 
a predicted 80 per cent drop in the 
avocado crop because of freak 
weather last spring. 

The crop this year had been 
predicted at about 40,000 tons, with 
about 30,000 tons slated for exports. 
Now. the Histadrut's Agricultural 
Centre' is forecasting that the total 
crop will not be more than 8,000 
tons, with about 7.000 tons exported. 

In an effort to retain their clients 
and reputation, Agrexco and Hilron 
Export Companies have been 
negotiating with California growers 
and cooperatives. It was learned 
that tne parties are still 
negotiating. It is believed there is a 
good yield this year in California, 
and Israelis will be able to buy 
avocados. 

It Is not known how the situation 



Agrexco avocados may not 
always be Israeli-grown If a 
deal with Californian growers is 
.worked oat. 

will affect the local market. One 
Agrexco official promised, 
however, that no California 
avocados will be Imported to Israel. 

The farmers have turned to the 
government for aid, with their loss 
estimated at about ISlSOm.

Compared to the great masses of 
visitors from the Western coun- 
tries. their number is small, but an 
ever Increasing trickle- of Black 
African tourists are coming to 
Israel.

One such group now touring 
Israel is composed of 19 members 
of the International Pentecostal 
Church in Johannesburg, 'led by 
Rev. Modise. who founded the com- 
munity in 1902. 

Leading the group was Paul 
DItsheteloi consul for one of the 
Black Africa homelands in 

Johannesburg- 

He told The Jerusalem. Post 
recently that he had visited Israel 
six months ago and was so im- 
pressed with his visit that he con- 
vinced the members of his church 
to organize the tour. Now there are 
plans for another tour to come in 
November. 

The six-day visit included 
Jerusalem and Christian religious 
sites around the country. The . 
members of the group display a * 


deep religious fervour. They 
-stressed that their religious leader 
had described the Holy Land In 
great detail and with accuracy even 
before he saw it. i 

One of the unique aspects of their 
faith is their belief In the laws of 
Moses,- including abstinence from 
pork and shellfish and observance 
of the seventh day. Members of the 
group neither smoke nor drink 
alcoholic beverages.. 

. They expressed special satisfac- 
tion with' their tour organizers. 

They saw the kibbutz as a possi- 
ble prototype for the advancement 
of their own people. Even Israel's 
shikuidm were admired as a solu- 
tion to housing problems. 

Many of the members of the 
group explained that they had join- 
ed the .movement as a last resort In 
the face of illnesses, of which they 
were then cured. They were es- 
pecially happy with what they 
described* as the great spirit of 
hospitality- they found in Israel. 
They even described the relations 
between Jews and Arabs as' 
"good." 

The members of the party mark 
each meal, and meeting with a 
hymn. Men and women sat 
separately and the women dressed !

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The weak are squeezed 

TO SUPPORT (through the public till) those who are unable to 
support themselves has long been held & prime duty of represen* 
tative bodies in this country. Strange, then, that of all the public 
services reduced In consequence of Tel Aviv Municipality's re- 
cent budget cuts, none should have been dealt as savage a blow , 
as welfare services to the elderly, the disabled and the destitute. ! 

While work is continuing full blast on a goodly number of 
municipal projects such as roads, parks and community centres 
— “because the city cannot stand still,” as a senior city official 
has put it -- the welfare services are on the verge of total 
collapse. What this means is that some 10,000 families, counting 
elderly persons and handicapped children, are being deprived 
most vital — in the sense of life-sustaining — assistance. 
Under the original design, this belt-tightening programme for 
rel Aviv's underprivileged, started last April, was to have been 
iriumphantly consummated in early September. By then, for' 
example, warm meals would no longer be served to any of the 
)60 senior citizens who benefited from them, once a day, until 
jarly this year. 

Last Sunday the city fathers, facing a public furore, decided 
hat perhaps it was not nice so brutally to hit the oldsters in the 
telly just before the High Holy Days. They therefore put the 
leadline off until November. The hapless victims may, of 
lourse. be thankful for even such small mercies. 

Paradoxically, the welfare cuts already put into effect, and 
hose planned for the future, are likely to cost the taxpayer 
everal times the supposed saving. One example is the hundreds 
f families that, unable to function normally due to the mother's 
[Iness, have been receiving domestic help at the city’s expense. 
>nce this aid is stopped the children, whose number is by no 
neans negligible, will have to be institutionalized, at far greater 
xpense. 

The best advertised illustration so far of the welfare cutbacks 
t work has been a desperate young man who cut his wrists 
rhen his rental subsidy worth 15400 a month was withheld. He is 
ow hospitalized at the cost to the public of 15400 a day. The 
uicide attempt may have been fake, but the man’s need of a 
)of and a bed was very real. 

Who is to blame for such horrors occurring in Israel's largest 
ity? As usual, city hall and the government are trading 
larges, and both may be right. 

According to Mayor Shlomo La hat it was the social affairs 
linistry that triggered the crisis by suddenly reducing 
iy ments to the municipality from 75 to as little as 30 per cent of 
.e cost of welfare services. The minister, Dr. Israel Katz, 
hose commitment to serving the needy is beyond doubt, has 
iplied that the city extended welfare services to persons who 
•e not eligible under the ministry's criteria, such as victims of 
itural disasters. 

Yet it is also true that the ministry’s decision was an abrupt 
iparture from past practice, and was taken without regard for 
insequences. Then, too, who is to take care of, say, victims of 
itural disasters? 

However, the municipality itself bears a large share of the 
sponslbility. To claim that it has already trimmed its budget 
heavily that funds cannot be transferred to welfare from less 
itlcal programmes, is simply not believable. Mr. Lahat has, 
r example, successfully stood up to Dr. Yosef Burg's attempt 
make the mayor a conduit for the disbursement of 153 .2m. in 
;erior — interior! — ministry funds to religious Institutions In - 
5 city: he insisted that half the amount oe offered to non- 
tigious cultural groups. 

Die mayor is not reported to have made any attempt to ear- 
ark part of the sum to what he knows is a far more crying 
ed, at this time. Doing so would have placed him in better 
sitlon to oppose the advice of Yigael Hurvitz, who himself 
refuses to raise taxes, that the near bankrupt cities do so. 

In a larger sense, of course, the responsibility is Israel's, that 
it allows human misery and squalor not merely to arise but to 
flourish in the midst of the plenty that it otherwise enjoys.

ACTING in his capacity as defence minister. Mr. Begin has in- 
structed the chief-of-staff, Rav-Aluf Rafael Eltan, to prepare for 
the resumption of the Jerusalem March next month. 

Originally a grand four-day affair, starting for away from 
Jerusalem, the march. was in recent years cut down to a one-day 
trek ending in the capital. Last year it was altogether cancelled 
by the army, its regular sponsor and careful protector, for 
economy reasons. Its replacement was a much more modest af- 
fair organized by the Hapoel sports club. 

To stage the Jerusalem March again this year might cost the 
army some IS5m., or five times last year's estimated expense. 
This may still not be very much in itself, but at a time of grow- 
ing stringency, when the Treasury's alleged flesh-cuts are mak- 
ing army brass scream in pain. It Is surely something. 

Money, however, does not appear to have been an important 
consideration for Mr. Begin on the march. In official terms, the 
purpose of the renewed march would be best described as rais- 
ing the spirits of the people in defence of united, indivisible — 
yet embattled — Jerusalem, Israel’s eternal capital. 

Looked at more closely, this year's march shapes up as a 
propaganda exercise designed to divert attention from the 
debacle brought upon Jerusalem by Mr. Begixr’s own grand- 
stand tactics — the passage of the Jerusalem Law and the plann- 
ed transfer of the prime minister's office to East Jeruss&lem.

THE GREAT Anwar-Menahem 
show Is off the road. It seems ages 
ago that it enthralled a worldwide 
audience. It opened with awe- 
inspiring solemnity In the Knesset 
and climaxed on the -South Lawn of 
the White House. It never lacked 
high drama, grand staging, lively 
acting and a grateful public. 

Now the stage Is empty. Gone are 
the embraces. The negotiating 
table is deserted and the flies are 
overflowing with contentious cor- 
respondence between "Dear Mr. 
President"’ and "Dear Mr. Prime 
Minister.” The solemn vow in 
Jerusalem. “No More War.” 
echoes only faintly in the 
background. It Is drowned out by 
the din of the propaganda drums. 

The press in Cairo beats, them, 
the UN amplifies the sound, and the 
concert of ministers In Venice 
replays the tune. It rebounds from 
Nablus to Riyadh. Its shrillness and 
stridency reverberates In 
Jerusalem where' It provokes alarm, 
and agitation. 

The leaders of Egypt and Israel 
are approaching the crossroads. 
They must make up their minds. Do 
they want to score points or settle 
issues. They can't have it both 
ways. 

If Israel believes that It can win a 
propaganda battle while engaging, 
unwisely and untimely, in 
declaratory legislative acts, It is 
hopelessly misjudging world opi- 
nion. 

If Egypt believes that It can Im- 
pose Its own solutions by a com- 
bined operation of diplomatic attri- 
tion, International agitation, odious 
vilification of Israel's elected 
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leaders and the manipulation of 
Western pressure valves, it is 
equally mistaken. 

IF THE STRATEGY of the two 
governments is deadlock, their tac- 
tic will seek to Inculpate the other 
aide. If their aim is progress they 
should reduce the volume of argu- 
ment and intensify their search for 

agreement. 

In their exchange of letters, 
Sadat and Begin, besides expoun- 
ding monumental irrelevancles, 
reiterate their unwavering commit- 
ment to the attainment of a com- 
prehensive peace based on the 
Camp David Accords. This is the 
only piece of firm ground to stand 
on In the murky quagmire of the 
autonomy talks. Any deviation 
from it, as President Sadat correct- 
ly states in his most recent letter, 
"erodes our people’s faith and con- 
fidence in peace.” 

The prerequisites for successful 
negotiations are mutual restraint; 
disciplined discretion; willingness 
to make concessions; balancing the 
claim of self-determination with the 
right of self-preservation; deferr- 
ing the discussion of intractable 
Issues to a later stage and refrain- 
ing from threats to suspend the 
negotiations as well as from acts 
that prejudice their final outcome. 

If the objective of the parties 
remains the continuation of the 
peace process, they must cease 
their futile disputations and return 
to fertile dialogue. Admittedly, it 
would require a saintly disposition 
to resist the urge to refute facile 
arguments and historical mis- 
representation.

As it was a bot day and an 
old bus without ventilation, I asked 
the driver if he could stop smoking 
and request the passengers to do 
the same. His answer was: "They 
are all Egged workers who worked 
all night.” All the smokers were sit- 
ting In the front seats of the bus.
